Deputies ask commission for pay raise

rhe Coffee County Commi: 
sion’s regularly scheduled bi 
monthly meeting Monday resem 
bled a law enforcement officials’ 
seminar, Most of, if not all of, Cot 
fee County's Sheriff's deputies 
were In attendance seeking a pay 
increase 

\ddressing the commission on 
behalf of the deputies was Chief 
Deputy Myron Williams. He asked 
that the commission make good 
their promise of a graduated pay 
increase that was allegedly agreed 
to by members of the commission 
in 1998 

Williams prefaced his remarks by 
stating that, “In 1997, the Alabama 
State Legislature had a deputies pay 
bill introduced...it was opposed by 
the Association of County Commis- 
sions and Republican Legislators 
because they felt that it was an 
unfunded mandate upon the citi- 
zens of each county.” This included 
Coffee County's legislative delega- 
tion at the time - State Senator 
Dwight Adams and Representative 
Garreth Moore, The bill failed to 
Pass. 

According to Williams, Rep 
Moore agreed to meet with the 
sheriff's department and discuss a 
workable solution that would be 
fair to the deputies as well as eco- 
nomically feasible to the citizens of 
this county. Reportedly, he agreed 
to approach the commissioners on a 
one-to-one basis and later in a 
working session. Moore then later 
spoke with Sheriff Ben Moates who 
later had a meeting with all the 
deputies and told them of a com- 
promise agreement that had been 
entered on their behalf. 

The agreement, according to 
Williams, called for a minimum 
deputy’s pay to increase to a base 
of $12 per hour or $24,960 annual- 
ly. The pay increase was set to be 
phased in over a four-year time 
period, with each deputy receiving 
a $l per hour increase over this 
time period.

The Coffee County Board of 
Education meeting in regular ses- 
sion last Thursday evening and 
gave special recognition to three 
county middle school students. 

The three students recognized 
Were participants in the Duke Uni- 
versity Talent Identification Pro- 
vram. They were: Brett Parrish and 
David Anderson, both eighth 
graders at New Brockton Middle 
School; and Levi Brown, a Zion 
Chapel Middle School eighth grad 
er, All three students, who were 
seventh graders at the time, quali 
fied to take the ACT exam last year 
In order to do this, they had to be in 
the 95th percentile or better on the 
Stanford Achievement Test (SAT) 
in language, reading or math, These 
students did so well on their scores, 
they were recognized at the state 
level. Duke University will contin- 
ue to track these students through- 
out their education process, 

Kathy Sawyer, who is the gifted 
education teacher in the Coffee 
County School System, commented 
that 42 county students are eligible 
to participate in the program this 
year. It is not known at this time 
how many students will actually 
take the ACT this year, 

Board members received an 
update on the on-going construc- 
lion projects at Kinston and New 
Brockton high schools, David 
Langford, a representative from the 
county's architectural consultants, 
reported that work should begin on 
the classrooms within the next one 
to two weeks, Demolition work is 
scheduled at both sites this week 
since school is out 

Dr. Linda Ingram gave board 
members a brief overview of the 
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ull of the deputies received the 
agreed upon $1 per hour increase,” 
said Williams. “This was also given 
to the staff of the county jail even 
though they were not part of the 
original agreement with Rep 
Moore. I was a part of the budget 
hearings with Sheriff Moates and 
Jail Administrator Zack Ennis, 
where cach commissioner stated 
that the pay for the entire staff 
needed to be increased to avoid los- 
ing quality employees.” 

No record of this agreement can 
be produced by either of the parties 
involved - the deputies or the com- 
mission. All of the commissioners 
present in Monday’s meeting 
(Commissioner Linda Westbrook 
was out of town) stated that they 
have no recollection of such an 
agreement with them and Repre- 
sentative Moore. Allegedly, all of 
the discussion and agreeing 
occurred in a “work session” of the 
commission and no recordings or 
minutes are kept of those meetings. 

“There is nothing for these 
deputies to rely on accept their 
word, the word of the sheriff and 
Rep. Moore,” Williams. 
“Therefore, we come to you today 
and ask that you keep your word - 
this is on the record in front of vari- 
ous news media and the people of 
this county, These deputies deserve 
to be treated fairly by the represen- 
tatives of the people of this county. 
Each day, they risk their lives in 
service for them,” 

The chief deputy told commis- 
sioners that he, as well as other 
deputies, has to take second jobs in 
order to supplement their income. 

According to Williams, the start- 
ing pay for a deputy in 1998 was 
$7.88 per hour. In 1999, the $1 
increase raised it to $8.88, In 2000, 
a 5 percent pay increase raised it to 
$9.23 per hour. The pay increase in 
the 2001 budget increased it to 
$9.34 per hour. This is $2.66 shy of 
the $12 deputies were allegedly led 
to believe they would receive. 

In conclusion, Chief Deputy 
Williams asked the members of the 
commission to their

The activity report for the Elba Police Department shows some 
extremes at both ends. The monthly report is broken down by indi- 
vidual officers and therein we continue to see surprises. In the traf- 
fic arrest department there was an officer with 101 arrests and 
another with 110 and one with 77, while on the opposite end there 
were officers with zero, one, three, five and eight traffic arrests. The 
same pattern is seen in the traffic warning category with 81, 66 and 
37 compared with one, two, three, etc. We are not in a position to 
judge either end of that spectrum as to which is correct. Our person- 
al Opinion is that both are probably to the extreme. On the com- 
pletely positive side is the recent increase in police officer activity 
in downtown Elba, They are walking the streets, checking doors 
and generally being seen downtown. That also means they are not 
out on the highway at the city limits irritating folks who felt down- 
town is where they should have been all the time.

$350,000 grant 


to expand the SEAL network 


Troy State University received a 
$350,000 grant from the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
Thursday to expand the Southeast 
Alabama Technology (SEAL) Net- 
work, which provides courses and 
training for school systems, busi- 
nesses and government agencies 
through video-conferencing and the 
Internet. 

The grant represents the maxi- 
mum amount awarded by the 
USDA. 

The grant will allow Troy State 
University to add seven high 
schools, plus a veterinary diagnos- 
tic laboratory, to the existing net 
work, Currently, SEAL consists of 
one community college, Lockheed 
Martin's Pike County facility and 
11 high schools in Barbour, Bul 
lock, Butler, Crenshaw, Henry and 
Pike counties. SEAL began opera 
tions in August 

Dr. Jack Hawkins, Jr., Chancellos 
of the Troy State University Sys 
tem, said the grant is good news for 
the entire region, 

“Troy State University is com 
mitted to providing leadership that 
will enhance the economy of south 
east Alabama,” Dr. Hawkins said 


“This grant represents a major step 
forward in the development of the 
SEAL Network.” 

Dr. Bill Flinn, TSU Assistant 
Vice Chancellor for Technology, 
said the second phase of SEAL will 
add Notasulga High School, Hill 
crest-Evergreen High School, Ari- 
ton High School, Midland City 
High School, Geneva County High 
School, Slocomb High School, 
Samson High School and J.B. Tay- 
lor Veterinary Diagnostic Lab in 
Elba 

Dr. Flinn said the new SEAI 
partners will receive training via 
video-conferencing equipment. The 
grant will allow students in the rural 
high schools to take classes for col 
lege credit while still in high school 
und receive advanced high school 
courses in foreign languages, math- 
ematics and science 

SEAL can also provide adult edu

Two Elba men were shot in an 
early evening altercation last Satur- 
day evening. A third individual suf- 
fered a blow to the head. 

Trawn Martin, 30, of 729 Lee 
Street in Elba, was shot under his 
left arm and his brother, Taydron 
Martin, 31, also of 729 Lee Street, 
was shot in the right hip. Anthony 
Stoudemire, 20, of Martin Luther 
King Drive, Elba, suffered a blow 
to the head during an alleged scuf- 
fle between him and Trawn Martin. 

Trawn Martin was taken by Cof- 
fee County EMS to Elba General 
Hospital where he received emer- 
gency treatment. He was later 
transferred to Flowers Hospital in 
Dothan, 


Taydron Martin was carried to 
Elba General Hospital by private 
vehicle where he was treated and 
released.
